These difficulties endanger: the execution of Resettler 
Program 209 (Neubauernprogramm 209); the shipment of sugar beeta; and 
the shipment of construction materials required for urgent construction 
projects such as *he shipyard in Rostock, the “oundry “ombine,and 
construction work on canals in Berlin. 


On 21 October 1951, Lieutenant Colonel Sheglov {fnu) ordered the Berlin 
regional railroad headquarters to take all the appropriate steps for 
forwarding the trains with shipment record nurbers 135/9899, 1359/9902, 
135/6320 and 135/6321. According te Sheglov, these trains had been held 
at railroad stations of the Berlin railroad district. (10)

The dismantling of the single-track Bismark oul railroad line, which

The exchange of rails on the Ludwigslust-Doemitz Line section is reported 
for the first time. The exchange of rails on the line between Hare ow and 
éarrentin was reported previously by the same source, earn 25X1A 


The reconstruction of the second track e Frankfurt/Oder-Guben railroad 
Line was reported previously. See a ' The line is schedul- 25X1A 
ed to be completed by 30 November 1951, 

Similar requests by Soviet agencies were reported previously. The lines 
mentioned are the main lines of the Schwerin railroad district and those 
extending into the Greifswald railroad district. 

The reconstruction of the second track between Rostock and Bramow was report~ 
ed previously. See[ This project is connected with efforts 
to double track the entire line to “arnemuende,. 

The unusually large nunber of railroad cars claimed by the Soviet occupation 
power in the second half of October was caused by the movement c.f Soviet 
twuop units from troop training grounds to their posts. 

Reports from the border area indicate that the shipment of pountoes was 
started on 21 October 1951. The trains concerned are dispatched to Pies2kr-. 
wice in Poland via Frankfurt/Oder and probably also via Guben. 

Lieutenant Colonel Sheglov, (fm) is aseigned as transportation officer 

to the Berlin regional railroad headquarters. From the index figures of the 
shipment record numbers, it is inferred that these trains were leaded with 
military goods to be dispatched to the east. The two trains with nunbers 

of the 6xx block were probably loaded with ammunition, because the numbers 
of this block are exclusively used for ammunition shipments.
